COUNTY: San Bernardino     STREAM SYSTEM: Santa Ana River 
 
The City of Rialto has filed a wastewater change petition with the State Water Resources Control Board 
pursuant to Water Code section 1211.  The petition seeks authorization to reduce the rate and volume of 
treated wastewater discharged from the City of Rialto’s Waste Water Treatment Plant to the Santa Ana 
River during all months of the year.  This proposed change in place of use would reduce flow in the Santa 
Ana River, and will be reviewed by the State Water Resources Control Board pursuant to the provisions 
of Chapter 10 of Part 2 of Division 2 of the Water Code.  Any correspondence directed to the Petitioner 
should be mailed to: City of Rialto, c/o Gregory Morrison, Brownstein Hyatt Farber Schreck, LLP, 
1020 State Street, Santa Barbara, CA  93101.
